Remarks 

Claims 1, 5-14, 18-25, and 29-38 are currently pending in the subject application and are 
presently under consideration. Claims 1, 5-14, 18-24 and 36 are allowed. Claims 25, 37 and 38 
are amended as shown on pp. 2-10 of the Reply to clarify their statutory class. Support for the 
amendments may be found, for example, in the specification (as shown in U.S. Pub. No. 
2004/0147275) at paragraphs [0085]-[0090]. 

Favorable reconsideration of the subject patent application is respectfully requested in 
view of the comments and amendments herein. 

I. Rejection of Claims 25 and 29-35 Under 35 U.S.C. 8101 

Claims 25 and 29-35 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as allegedly being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested in view of the 
amendment to claim 25 to recite "a processor," clearly placing the claimed subject matter within 
statutory bounds in accordance with 35 U.S.C. §101. 

II. Rejection of Claims 37 and 38 Under 35 U.S.C. §101 

Claims 37 and 38 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as allegedly being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested in view of the 
amendments to claims 37 and 38 set forth above to recite "[a]n article of manufacture tangibly 
embodying . . clearly placing the claimed subject matter within statutory bounds in accordance 
with 35 U.S.C. §101.
